2.0 Elected Office Duties and Responsibilities 


The Club Board members are first nominated for office by the Nominating Committee which consists 
of the Board and announced in the December issue of the Club newsletter. Nominations are ac- 
cepted from the floor at the election meeting. Each nominated position is then voted upon by the vot- 
ing members present using an open or secret ballot. Elections are held during the January general 
membership meeting. The Board members will prepare a ballot to backfill any elected position that 
becomes empty. Officers are elected for the term (February to February). Board members are en- 
couraged to attend all Club Board and general membership meetings. Normally all officers are 
elected for one term but with Board approval may succeed themselves. All e-mail directed to the 
Board of Directors should be acknowledged and should be responded to in a timely fashion by each 
Board member. The officers should meet as many times as required to conduct club business but, 
as a minimum, have at least 2 board meetings a year. The Board may, If convenient, use email dur- 
ing the year for some Club business. 


DX CODE OF CONDUCT 


| will listen, and listen, and then listen again before calling. 
| will only call if | can copy the DX station properly. 
| will not trust the DX cluster and will be sure of the DX station's call sign before calling. 
| will not interfere with the DX station nor anyone calling and will never tune up on the DX frequency or in the 
QSxX slot. 
| will wait for the DX station to end a contact before | call. 
| will always send my full call sign. 
| will call and then listen for a reasonable interval. | will not call continuously. 
| will not transmit when the DX operator calls another call sign, not mine. 
| will not transmit when the DX operator queries a call sign not like mine.

The articles are designed to encourage good operating practices without assigning blame or 
pointing fingers. The objective is to improve operating behavior and encourage correct practices.

SPURIOUS OUTPUTS 
More From Urban (W6MPB) 


This is propagation article is from the Gonset Newsletter. It is worth reprinting here. 


The 11-year solar sunspot cycle has been clicking along for decades. Then, all of a sudden, 
something that was not predicted happened. During the past few years, there have been very few 
sunspots. In fact, we have had 800 days with no sunspots and that has not happened in 300 years. 
This could have profound implications for worldwide weather patterns to say nothing of HF radio 
propagation in the 3-30 MHz region. 


The last time the Sun was this quiet was between the years 1645 and 1715 and it was called the 
Maunder Minimum. Paintings from that era show wintry weather in areas where it's not typical, like 
carnivals held on frozen rivers and people playing on the ice. There are historical accounts of rivers 
in Europe frozen over, and civilizations almost perishing due to the harshness of winters....

#6 VKOH Heard Island 


After researching #6 on the list, Heard Island, it was decided that this entity required singular atten- 
tion. Also Navassa Island, #7 on the list, may require the same. Navassa will be covered next 
month. 


So we start with the sixth most rare country from the West Coast. It seems like this one should be 
number one. In the past 27 years only a handful of expeditions gp 

braved the journey. Two occurred at the same time in 1983 and 
the largest one in 1997 was during a period of very poor propa- 
gation. Only the larger West Coast stations even heard them. 
Obviously this is not only a location that is almost inaccessible, 
it is a tough path for the West Coast. 


History 
The islands, Heard Islands and the McDonald Islands (HIMI) 


were transferred from the United Kingdom to Australia in 1947. 
Heard is a barren, sub-Antarctic island slightly more than two 
times the size of Washington, DC. It is 80% ice-covered, bleak 
and mountainous having Australia's only active volcano, Maw- 
son Peak, it's highest mountain, Big Ben, and it's only glaciers. 
The island is teeming with penguin, seal and flying bird colo- 
nies, which include several species with conservation status at 
a national and international level. The surrounding waters con- 
tain unique and important marine species, many of which are 
not visible from the water's surface but play a no less significant 
part in the ecosystem. The entire place is virtually pristine. TO sss 
get to the island passage through the roughest water in the ad 
world must be made. The ocean in between Australia and 
Heard is called the Roaring Forties for obvious reasons. 


The first recorded landing in 1855 was most likely by whalers. 

The first recorded scientific expedition to Heard Island was by 

the Challenger in 1874, when a brief landing was made at Atlas 
Cove and a few scientific samples were collected. Poor weather 
limited the visit to three hours. Later the same year, the Arcona 
brought a German expedition to Heard Island, looking for suit- =~ 
able sites for observing a transit of Venus. The poor weather mao | 
discouraged their interest in the island. 


Three scientific visits to the island were made in the early 20th century. The first was in February 
1902 by the German Antarctic Expedition, when a small team landed at Atlas Cove for a brief visit to 
make observations and collect samples. 


The second was an eight-day visit to the Atlas Cove region in January 1928 by two French geolo- 
gists and the third was in November 1929 by the British Australian New Zealand Antarctic Research 
Expedition, led by Douglas Mawson. As with previous visits, poor weather reduced the duration of 
the visit and limited the scientific investigations by the field party. 


In December 1947, Australia established a research station at the north-western end of Heard Is- 
land, at Atlas Cove. The station was originally planned for Spit Bay at the eastern end of the island, 
but poor weather prevented landing operations there. During the nine years that the station was op- 
erated, ninety-one expeditioners wintered on the island. They studied the island's animals, plants 
and rocks, the region's weather and atmosphere, and they mapped the island. The station was 
closed down on 9 March 1955, following the establishment of Mawson Base on the Antarctic conti- 
nent in 1954. 


The next Australian scientific visit was for six weeks in the first three months of 1963. During this 
visit, a number of scientists and a small climbing party were landed on the island. Poor weather pre- 
vented the climbers from reaching the summit of Big Ben, the 2750 meter high glacier-covered ac- 
tive volcano that dominates the island. 


In 1979/80, a National Mapping expedition visited Heard Island for little more than two weeks. Dur- 
ing this visit, the second landing was made on McDonald Island, this time by amphibious vehicle 
(the first landing having been a brief visit made by helicopter during the joint French-Australian expe- 
dition in 1971). A small team was present on the island for five days conducting the first scientific 
surveys of the island. 


Between 1985/86 and 1987/88, three extended visits were made to Heard Island for the three sum- 
mers, with the 1987/88 expedition present on the island for five months. A short month-long mid- 
winter visit was made in 1990 by a team of four at Spit Bay. Five expeditioners wintered on Heard 
Island between January 1992 and March 1993. Further expeditions were present on the island in 
2000/01 (42 expeditioners) and 2003/04 (28 expeditioners). 


Current intentions are for the Australian Antarctic Division (AAD) to support further Australian Ant- 
arctic program summer visits to the region approximately every three years over the next decade to 
undertake research, monitoring, and any required on-site management activities. 


Propagation 


The West Coast, which is close to 
Heard Islands antipode, is the most 
difficult path, right through the south- 
ern aural zone which can scatter or 
absorb most of the signals. On top of 
this the 10,000 foot massif Big Ben is 
directly in the way of a station set up 
at Atlas Cove. The advantage of be- 
ing at the antipode is that no matter 
where you point your antenna you in- 
tersect it. As demonstrated by the azi- 
muth maps below we are not quite at 
that point. The disadvantage is that 
wherever you point you have to go 
through everyone else. Actually our 


short path shot to the island is almost 
free from any other land mass and in 
the opposite direction of Europe and 


Asia and 90 degrees off of, Africa, the East Coast, South America, and the Pacific. This would imply 
that when the band opens to the West Coast and the operator at Heard Island is pointing at us we 
have him all to ourselves. Hopefully an expedition will set up on the southeast end of the island. 
There is no shelter at that end and it faces the Antarctic where the worst weather would originate. In 
many of the articles the East Coast stations were working them QRP. Again looking at the maps it is 
evident that everyone else, all who are on the landmasses that are not between us and the island, 
have a clear shot. Sometimes it just does not pay to be the unique location. It is interesting to see 
the United States squished out on the edge of an azimuth map. No matter where the operator would 
point someone in W land is in his field of view. Note that there is little land between Heard and the 
New England states. Those guys have all the luck!

The first amateur radio activity from 
Heard Island came in 1947 when Allan 
Campbell- Drury signed VK3ACD/Heard. 
He was on the island for 15 months and 
returned to the island for the two follow- 


ing years with ANARE. It was also re- 
ported that in the years of 1948-50 Mi- 


chael Vause was signing as VK1HV/Heard. According to CQ magazine, N. T. 
Lied used the VK@NL callsign in 1963. Bob Allison was also reported in the 
same year using the callsign VK1RA. Don Miller W9WNV "used" the call 
VK2ADY/VK@ in 1966. In 1969 Bill Rohrer W7ZFY was heard with the callsign 
VK@WR when he USCG Southwind stopped to unload some scientific equip- 
ment. Hugh Milburn WA6EAM signed VK@HM in 1976 when he was on Heard 
Island in connection with a group making celestial observations for the Na- 
tional Mapping Authority.

This is another case of not much said on the internet. Dave 
Shaw ,VK3DHF, and Al Fisher ,K8CW, members of The 
West Australian VK6 DX Chasers Club, travelled to Heard 
Island from Perth aboard the Sail Boat, Anaconda II. They 
arrived at the island from the east. They were on the island 
from 21 January to 21 February 1983 and in a month’s time gee 

made 30,000 contacts under the callsigns VK@HI (VK3DHF) = — 

and VK OCW (K8CW). A mountaineering group travelled with the team and were the second group 
to successfully climb Mawson’s Peak on Big Ben. The expedition went off without a hitch. In fact the 
Anaconda II assisted evacuating the mountaineering team that travelled with the VKOJS DXpedition. 
Apparently the dingy used to transport people from the Cheynes II sank. Both groups were repre- 
sented at the International DX Convention at Visalia in 1983. It was interesting to say the least as 
each told their story. 


VKOIR (1995) 
A Trip to Heard was planned and arranged by KK6EK and VKGIR. 


The equipment was shipped and a contract for passage signed. It 
turned out that the vessel operator never intended to take the team 
and fled with the funds. The team re-planned a trip to take place in 
1997. 


VKOIR (1997) 
A multi-national expedition headed by KK6EK made the trip to Heard. 


Their purpose was to satisfy the worldwide demand for this rare entity. The Expedition was ied 
out by a team of 20 members during a five-week period in Jan.- Feb. 1997. The team departed Re- 
union Island aboard the French vessel Marion Dufresne on Jan. 7, and returned on Feb. 6. Eighteen 
days were spent on Heard Island, with a brief visit Kerguelen Island afterward. 


The DXpedition was precisely organized and executed. All personnel and gear was transported by 
helicopter to the site from the ship. The installation which included seven arctic shelters, generators, 
and six fully equipped stations was rehearsed in the United States well in advance of the trip. 


The 20 team members came from 10 countries: EA8AFJ Michel Sabatino, HB9AFI Kurt Wetter, 
HB9AHL Willy Rusch, HB9BHL Hans Burki, KOIR Ralph Fedor, K4UEE Bob Allphin, KQAJ Mike 
McGirr, KK6EK Robert Schmieder, N6EK Bob Fabry, N6MZ Michael Mraz, NP4IW Carlos Nasci- 
mento, OE9AMJ Arno Metzer, ON5NT Ghis Penny, ON6TT Peter Casier, PAS3DUU Arie Nugteren, 
RA3AUU Igor ("Harry") Booklan, VK2JDM (VK2TQM) David Muller, W8FMG Wes Lamboley, W@GJ 
(WAS@PUJ) Glenn Johnson, K3VN (WA3YVN) Al Hernandez, and 9V1YC James Brooks. The 
budget for the operation was over $320,000. Remember that is in 1997 dollars when you could buy 
a car for under $10,000. In 2013 dollars the cost would exceed $1,000,000. 


Operation began on January 14th and ended on January 29th. The 
planned departure date was January 31st but a weather front forced the 
team to leave early. The team logged 80,673 contacts most of which were 
from Europe, Japan and the East Coast of the United States. 


The VKOIR website is still active. It has complete layout diagrams as well 
as detailed descriptions of the operation. It is well worth your while to visit.

Future Heard Island DXpeditions 


There is planning for another trip afoot. The scheduled date is Summer 2013.The following press re- 
lease was sent out September 2010. This DXpedition will be active very close to the solar maxima 
and with any hope many of us will snag this one on several bands. 


The DX fraternity is eagerly looking forward to the day that Heard Island VKO-H, in the top ten of the world's most wanted DX entities, is acti- 


vated again. 


Preliminary, but serious plans have begun to put this uninhabited sub-Antarctic island, in the Southern Indian Ocean, home to Mt Big Ben 
which is Australia's highest mountain and active volcano, back on air in February 2013. 


Chris Dimitrijevic VK3FY, who is the busy Team Leader for The Spratly Islands DXODX DXpedition in January 2011, has announced that the 
planning phase for Heard Island 2013 has begun. The Co-Leader for Heard Island DXpedition is Steve Chamberlain VK6IR. 


The last VK-organized activations of this remote Australian territory were back in 1983, although it has been activated since then in 1997. 


In 2013 it is proposed to have a 13-member DXpedition team on the island for two weeks. Costs are expected to be in the order of 
$USD500,000. 


The key preliminaries are to seek a permit to land on the World Heritage Site marine reserve located some 4,000 kilometers southwest of 
mainland Australia. 


Chris VK3FY has already had discussions with the office of the relevant Australian Government Minister and submitted an application for Min- 
isterial approval. 


An appropriate ship for this journey has been sourced and negotiations have begun with its owners. 
Once those steps are completed, or satisfactorily progressed, at least one callsign will be sought from the Australian Communications and Me- 
dia Authority, and an internet website set up to keep everyone informed.

One Failed Heard Island DXpedition 

One team was mentioned on the web that did not make it to Heard Island. Walt W7SE, was a mem- 
ber of that expedition. Walt, who was an engineer for Aramco, was very active from Saudi Arabia as 
HZ1AB. He was given operating permission and the call VKOSE to use on Heard Island. However, 
Walt never made it to the island. The boat and the crew hired did leave Perth for Heard Island with 
the team on board however they encountered two big storms on the way. Two times the vessel re- 
turned to Perth, to reload and fuel. After the second attempt, Walt ran out of time, and had to return 
to Saudi Arabia for work. He did carry the gear on the boat to Heard Island. Given the difficult pas- 
sage it is amazing that more expeditions have not failed. This says something about the abilities of 
the crews that regularly sail the Antarctic region. Notice that the expeditions are in the January / 
February time frame. That is the middle of summer in the Southern Hemisphere. The majority of the 
year the region is a solid ice pack impossible to traverse. 


That completes our review of Hear Island. Again it was a lengthy one with lots of twists and turns. 
Hunting for this information on the internet is nothing short of forensic research. You find a sentence 
on one site and a snippet on another. Rarely have there been long complete discourses on any sub- 
ject. That is the internet, one large interconnected body of information. | hope you enjoyed the read. 
If anyone has more to add please forward it and it will be in next month’s column!
